It is to be noted that no data has been presented to establish that applicants' combination 
would act in manner claimed as they related to the treatment of any neooplatic growth associated with any tumor or any cancer 
Applicants' data has been reviewed but does not establish a correlation between a neoplastic growth associated with all tumor or all 
cancer but enable only specific caner disclosed in the Examples. Further more that Prudhomme teaches that rebeccamycin have an 
antitumor activity against gastric, colorectal, breast, and liver, lung caner. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to employ rebaccaycin analogues with radiation therapy for the treatment of neoplastic growth associated with tumor or cancer 
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
